Mobile Library 

Following recent complaints and comments about the mobile library 
service on the village we have taken up the matter with the 
Assistant County Librarian, Mr A.J.Armour, who is responsible 
for the library service in Cambridge and South Cambridgeshire. 

In his reply he says At present the mobile library service tc 
Ear Hill is being run from a relief vehicle. This is because the 
larger vehicle is being overhauled and made ready to be used 
with the new mechanical horse. 

"In point of fact the larger vehicle carries only 200 more volumes 
than the smaller vehicle as the design of the larger vehicle is 

not as efficient as that of the smaller one. The shortfall in 

the vehicle arises solelyamongst the children's 3tock. The 
selection therefore for the adults in the smaller vehicle is 
just as good as for the larger vehicle.

The warehouse site is giving rise to a lot of mud on the 
perimeter road. We have asked the builder to clean the road and 
in general he is using cleaning equipment. While the position is not 
ideal or satisfactory it is likely to improve as there is less 
earth to be carted up the hill. 

Rates 


For its conventional functions the likely Bar Hill parish rate 
will show no change at about 1.5 p . As you may knew we have 
been negotiating with the developers about the transfer of the 
maintenance responsibilities from the developer to the Council. 
Such an arrangement would be equivalent to the village trust. 

It would be financed by rate income and the demand from the 
developer would cease. The present maintenance demand of 5p 
in the £ of rateable value would then be replaced by an extra 
parish rate of about 3p - thus the parish rate would be 4.5p in 
total.

Because a scheme of maintenance is under discussion there are 
legal reasons why we cannot buy our freeholds. However, once the 
village maintenance /trust is resolved it is likely that the 
freeholder will sell residential freeholds to occupiers provided 
that arrears cf maintenance money have been paid in full. I will 
give further details as they become available.

Some_Joints_ for January 

Try ana get all land dug over - every frost upon newly dug 
heavy land is a bonus and creates a fine tilth or seedbed for 
the spring. Rose bushes, ramblers and climbers may be pruned 
now or in March - there are tv/o schools of thought on this . Get 
rid of prunings and leaves by burning or away from the garden 
somehow as they harbour pests and diseases of roses. Prune too 
fruit bushes and trees during a frost free period. The prunings from 
black and redcurrants, gooseberries and vines can be used for 
cuttings for yet more fruit bushes, but make sure you use only 
the ripened pieces of the previous year's (1975) wood. Make 
sure all trees are properly secured and "heeled in " to nrevent 
wind rock which is disasterous to growing things. This applies 
equally to smaller plants such as Brussells Sprouts.
